REGARDING POPE 


Official Statement Merely Says 
That He is Suffering From 
Attack of Influenza,

Rome, April &8.—Pope Pius X. has 
suffered a relapse and, as is usual in 
relapses, his condition is considered 
g’aver than that occasioned by his 
iliness of last month, The present 
attack began with a fainting fit and 
the papal physician was summoned 
lute last night He visited the poati 
again early this morning and several 
times during the day 

The official! statement given out at 
the Vatican simply says: ‘The ope Is 
suffering from a relapse of the in- 
fluenza.’ 

The ‘Osservatore Roma published 
the first official statement this even- 
ing 

“Since this evening the Holy Fa 
ther has been indisposed with a re- 
lapse of influenza. His condition is 
causing no anxiety, but he requires 
much rest 

The truth of the matter is that the 
pope’s relapse is causing great anxiety 
because it was not expected and for 
the further reason at his advanced 
age, the ever-present danger of his 
being unable to withstand the drain 
on hig strength. During his recent 
illness the pope was much depressed, 
jut as he regained his health this dis- 
tressing symptom disappeared. With 
the return of the influenza, depres- 
sion is one of the symptoms that 
has again been manifested.
